PRESIDENT CALLS 


ON POPE BENEDICT 


Visit Regarded As One of Most Im­ 


portant Events of Wilson's 


Trip to Italy.

Rome, January 4— President Wil­ 
son today conferred with Pope Bene­ 
dict at the vatican. 
His conference 
w as regarded as one of lie most im­ 
portant events of the President’s vis­ 
it to Italy. It is believed that a clear 
understanding of the church’s atti­ 
tude towards 
the peace 
settlem ent 
would result. 
The President 
con­ 
ferred with Cardinal Gasparri, papal 
secretary of state, regarding politi­ 
cal subjects that were later taken up 
with tim pent if. 
Tho President went 
to 
the vatican 
directly from 
the 
American 
em bassy 
where he 
had 
lunched with Am bassador Page. 
W ilson’s strategy, in going straight 
to the Balkan situation w as com ­ 
mented on by officials here. 
It has 
promoted freedom o f expression that 
is expected to go far towards clari­ 
fying the relations of Italy and the 
new Slavic program. 
The 
president 
visited 
historical 
spots today and laid wreaths on the 
tombs of former Italian kings. 
A f­ 
ter his audience with the pope the 
president received 
a delegation 
o f 
protestant bodies. 
During the after­ 
noon he conferred with Prem ier Or­ 
lando 
cabinet members 
and 
other 
leaders. 
His official visit to Rome 
closes tonight with a dinner. 
The 
president’s statem ent 
in his 
*peech before the chamber of depu­ 
ties yesterday evening that the B al­ 
kan peoples “must now be independ­ 
ents. was believed to be a broad hint 
that all Italic-Slavs differences must 
be adjusted and that Italy must join 
the other associated powers in pro­ 
moting establishm ent 
of 
a 
strong 
Slavio nation. 
“The great difficulty among such 
states as the B a lk a n s has been that 
the are alw ays accessible to secret 
influences in that they were alw ays 
being penetrated by intrigue of some 
sort or another; that north o f them 
lay disturbed populations which were 
held together, not by sym pathy and 
friendship, but by coercive force o f a 
m ilitary power,” the president said. 
Now the intrigue is cheeked and 
the bonds are broken and what we 
are going to provide is a new’ cement 
to hold 
the people together. 
They 
have not been accustom ed to being 
independent • They must now bo in­ 
dependent. 
“I am sure that you recognize the 
principle as I do— that it is not our 
privilege to say what sort of a gov­ 
ernment they should set up. 
But we 
are friends o f those people and it is 
our duty to see to it that some kind 
o f protection is thrown around them 
— something supplied which will hold 
them together.” 
It is 
understood there has 
been 
something 
approaching 
a 
cabinet 
crisis in Italy in regard to this very 
m atter— the conflict of Italian and 
Slavic 
aspirations. 
Some 
Italian 
newspapers had predicted that W il­ 
son’s visit— and his resultant attitude 
toward the trans-A driatic political 
tangle would precipitate the crisis. 
The president also took occasion to 
reiterate his stand against the “bal­ 
ance of power.” 
“We know there cannot he another 
balance of power," lie said. 
“That has 
been tried and 
found 
wanting, for the best o f all reasons 
that it does riot stay balanced inside 
iself and a weight 
which does 
not 
hold 
together cannot 
constitute a 
make weight in the affairs of men.

But even 
as ?t stands it is a story reassuring 
to home folk wondering if all the wray 
across the A tlantic and through the 
home port and on trains bound inland 
or to the Pacific coast tin ir boys are 
getting the treatm ent they deserve 
and Uncle Sam is p ig g e d to give. 
Sick to Come Home First. 
A great m ajority of the soldiers 
sailing to war passed through the port 
of New York, and through this port, 
w hether well or disabled, will ti great 
m ajority return. 
The army port of 
em barkation 
Is 
also 
the 
port 
of 
debarkation. M achinery built for swift 
dispatch of troops to Europe reverses 
itself, 
as 
It 
were, 
and 
distributes 
throughout America the soldiers whom 
it aforetim e gathered up aud propelled 
across the ocean. 
But before the companies and regi­ 
m ents of the well, the unhurt, are 
started 
back from 
France all 
the 
wounded or sick will have come ahead 
of them. 
That is the w ar depart­ 
m ent’s policy, to bring home tho sick 
and wounded first. 
They are coming 
now and have been for some time, and 
after the shortest possible sojourn in 
debarkation hospitals are segregated 
and passed along to a reconstruction 
hospital as close as possible to their 
homes, there to be discharged if their 
condition w arrants it, or to be treated 
for spo< ial disabilities, or to complete 
the period of convalescence. 
To receive these incapacitated sol­ 
d iers; to make smooth their hard 
p ath ; to l»e prepared for their coming; 
to make the distribution process swift, 
ore and m erciful; to see that every- 
hing is provided for until the distant 
destination is reached—that is the co­ 
operative job of the medical depart­ 
ment of the port of debarkation and 
the American Red Cross. 
8o this is 
the story of how the job is done. Offi­ 
cially it is “the plan of handling the 
-iek returned from ’overseas service.” 
The New York port of em barkation , 
- and debarkation—really includes all j 
the coast from Baltim ore to Canada, 
hut its work is directed from Hoboken. 
The surgeon of the port, who has 
charge of the reception and care of 
Inva (led troops, is Col. Jam es M. Ken­ 
nedy, medical corps, U. 8. A. 
He is 
the sanitary adviser of the command­ 
ing general of the port, W illiam V. 
Judson. 
Every Facility for Medical Care. 
The following facts were obtained 
from Colonel Kennedy and are official: 
Sick 
and 
wounded 
soldiers 
are 
brought from Europe on army trans­ 
ports having every hospital facility. 
Each transport has normally a good- 
sized hospital, which may be expanded 
to accommodate any number of men. 
Every patient has more than enough 
room. 
One of the great liners con­ 
verted 
into a troopship may have 
carried IO,(XX) men to France, but as 
a hospital ship it brings back only a 
thousand or so. 
The medical attend­ 
ance for the returning soldiers has 
been uniformly satisfactory. 
The transport arrives off quaran­ 
tine. It Is boarded there by tw*o medi­ 
cal officers detailed for this purpose 
by the port surgeon. 
They ascertain 
the num ber and classes of the sick, 
the pier and hour a t which the ship 
will dock. 
One of them stays aboard, 
arranging for debarkation. 
The other returns to the quarantine 
station and telephones his information 
to the oflice of the surgeon of the port 
in Hoboken. 
The surgeon then sends 
a harbor boat w ith a party of medical 
officers and men to the designated 
pier. 
Ile also not ides the Red Cross, 
which turns up at the pier with all the 
supplies, food and drink needed by the 
soldiers about to land, and something 
to spare for em ergencies. 
If a soldier 
has been sent over with nothing hut 
hospital clothes the Red Crosa in­ 
stantly provides him with a blanket 
robe, liney, wool boots and crutches

Relatives Are Notified. 
D ebarkation continues w ithout In- 
terruption until completed unless it 
extends into the night. 
The patients 
are transferred without delay to the 
designated debarkation hospital, the 
Red Cross attendants rem aining on 
the pier or transport and dispensing 
refreshments as required1. In the hos­ 
pital the sick or wounded men are 
classified rapidly, as to the nature of 
their disabilities, the reconstruction 
hospital to which they are to b 
sent 
and their home address. 
“Every courtesy,” said Colonel Ken- 
nedy, “Is extended to parents and 
other relatives. 
At the debarkation 
hospital a field director of the Red 
C ross gets the name and address of 
the patient and his nearest relative. 
He then w rites a letter to the relative, 
notifying him of the arrival and con­ 
dition of the patient and w hether or 
not it is advisable for the relative to 
come. 
’ Unless the case is a very serious 
one* the letter also says th at the 
patient will soon be transferred to a 
hospital in the interior, of which ac­ 
tion later notice will be given. No pa­ 
tients are discharged from the debar­ 
kation hospitals. They are sent to the j t 
hospital nearest their homes th at is 
equipped for the treatm ent of their 
particular trouble. 
“As soon as the classification is com­ 
pleted at the debarkation hospital a 
report of the num ber* in each class 
and the reconstruction hospitals to 
which 
transfer 
is 
recommended 
is 
wired to W ashington. 
A uthority be­ 
ing 
received, 
transportation 
is a r­ 
ranged for. 
Red Cross Furnishes Food. 
“The lied Cross canteen service fu r­ 
nishes food and drink during the 
tran sfer from hospital to train and 
until the train leaves. So fa r as prac­ 
ticable the patients are carried from 
the port to the distant hospital on 
especially fitted hospital trains which 
have hospital beds, a mess kitchen, an 
operating car, offices and other con­ 
veniences. 
If the num ber of men is 
too great for a hospital train standard 
Pullm ans or Pullm an 
sleepers are 
used. 
“W hen the patients are transported 
on these cars,” said Colonel Kennedy, 
“feeding them becomes a more com­ 
plex problem than on hospital trains. 
To m eet this problem a special organi­ 
zation of medical personnel is in op­ 
eration whose training is directed spe­ 


cifically along those lines. 
“No patients are allowed to travel 
without 
proper 
medical 
attendance 
and none who are unable to stand the 
travel. 
“Arrangem ent is made with the Red 
Cross canteen service for assistance 
all along the route. Two days before 
the movement is begun full inform a­ 
tion is given to the canteen head­ 
quarters of the lied Cross in New 
York. 
It sends notice to its canteen 
stations, so each knows just when the 
train is due, the num ber of patients, 
th e num ber of am bulant and litter 
cases and of those unable to leave the 
car. 
“In this m aim er complete co-opera­ 
tion Is provided between the medical 
and the Red Cross services from the 
tim e the patients leave the hospital at 
the port until they are transferred to 
the designated reconstruction hospital. 
To ga ii rd against unexpected delays 
from accidents or other ©lases each 
medical officer In charge of the train 
detachm ent is required to have food 
for at least one m eal for all his pa­ 
tients held on the train in reserve.**

Luminous Bacteria. 
There Is a striking article in Knowl­ 
edge on luminous bacteria. 
Mr. Bar­ 
nard, who writes the article, includes 
careful directions as to how the light 
producing bacteria may be obtained 
and grown. 
These bacteria emit light 
that is produced entirely by themselves 
altogether independently of any ex­ 
traneous light' source; in fact, they 
grow and produce light better if kejrt 
entirely in the dark. 
Their efficiency 
as light producers is extremely high, 
and were it possible to carry out on 
a commercial scale tile process of light j 
production as it occurs in bacteria a • 
tremendous step forward would be tak­ 
en. 
The natural habitat of these or-1 
ganisms seems to be almost exclusive- J 
ly sea water, or at least water such 
as is found in estuaries where an ap­ 
preciable quantity of saline matter is 
present. 
The most easily produced 
organisms of this group Is the photo- 
bacterium phosphorescens. 
It may lie 
obtained from a dead herring or mack­ 
erel.

People all over Persia are fulling 
dead as fast as autumn leaves from the 
trees. 
Twelve thousand persons have 
died in the past year in Teheran alone 
from starvation and the diseases which 
follow malnutrition. 
Unless help on 
a large scale is prompt the entire coun­ 
try will be threatened, is the substance 
of unofficial letters just received by 
Mirza AH Kuli Khan, N. D., Persian 
charge d’affaires to the United States. 
In making this information public, 
Doctor Khan stated: 
“The Persian 
government lins not officially asked for 
help. 
This Is not an official appeal 
for help for my countrymen. As a hu­ 
man being, however, my conscience 
compels me to call to the attention of 
the generous American public the fact 
that my countrymen are facing the 
prospects of the winter with a shudder. 
At the time the letters were written 
thousands of dead awaited burial at 
Teheran.” 
Dr. H arry Pratt Judson, as a repre­ 
sentative of the American committee 
J for relief in the near East, is ronder- 
ing a great service with tile $2(X>,000 
! a month which is sent him, but this 
does not begin to meet the need. 
1 Workers, food and medical supplies 
must immediately be sent to Persia on 
a hirge scale if the cradle of the white 


I man’s civilization is to be saved from 
utter ruin. 
In light of the fact that Persia has 
rendered great service to the allied 
cause by remaining neutral, and that 
J now famine and plague threaten to 
wipe lier out of existence, Doctor 
Khan w as asked what p art his coun­ 
try might take in the coming peace con­ 
ference, and he only said: 
“T hat will 
be settled later. 
Now, however, my 
poor starving, plague-stricken country 
must be helped. As a consequence of 
the war, Persia’s commerce has suf­ 
fered seriously. 
The government and 
leading people have done their utmost 
to relieve the situation, but without 
further aid, food and medical supplies, 
the winter will cut off large sections of 
the surviving population.”

“from the power 
of Satan unto God,” it was this sweet 
singer of the Christian church.
